The length of feeding period, the time of marketing, the a- 
mount of grass that can be used in growing and fattening young 
cattle, have become important problems with the increased popu- 
larity of lighter cattle among butchers and consumers. Two years’ 
work at the Missouri Experiment Station have shown some of the 
requirements and possibilities of several different methods. A sum- 
mary of the 1927 results appears below. The third year’s work is 
in progress with two lots of cattle ready for market and six lots 
on feed on pasture. 

Grade Hereford steer calves of Matador breeding have been 
used in the three years’ work. They cost $10.92 per cwt. in the 
feed lot. Feed and pork prices prevailing at the time are used 
(October 25th to May 12th): Corn 70 cents, cottonseed meal $35 
per ton, alfalfa hay $18 per ton, silage $5.50; (May 12th to Octo- 
ber 27th) Corn $1 per bushel, cottonseed meal $45 per ton, pork at 
$10 per cwt. 

It should be remembered that the rise in prices of beef cattle 
in the summer and fall of 1927 made these cattle especially profit- 
able but such rises are not at all regular in occurrence. 

Steer calves weighing 338.5 lbs. put on feed November 25, 
1926, and full fed until June 9, 1927, 196 days, weighed 750.7 lbs. 
at home and had gained 412.2 lbs., or 2.1 lbs. daily for the period. 
They had eaten per steer 29.15 bu. (1632 lbs.) corn, 204 lbs. cotton- 
seed meal, 468 lbs. alfalfa hay, and 1464 lbs. of silage. These cat- 
tle, about fourteen months old when marketed, had more than 
doubled their weight while in the feed lot, dressed 57.1 per cent, 
sold for $11.50 per ewt., which was the top of the St. Louis market 
for cattle under 1000 lbs. weight, and yielded $12.25 per head prof- 
it. Their carcasses graded “Good”. 

The cattle ate 7.07 bu. of corn and 50 lbs. of cottonseed meal 
for every 100 lbs. of gain. This type of operation furnishes the 
man who has plenty of corn and not much pasture and, therefore, 
wants to feed in winter but not in summer, an opportunity to feed 
his crop to cattle, get the manure and produce a product that is 
popular in market circles. 

Another lot of steer calves was fed half a grain ration, silage, 
and hay for a winter period of 168 days, then full fed 168 days on 
blue grass pasture. With an initial weight of 342 lbs. they gained 
1.6 lbs. daily through the winter and 1.93 lbs. through the summer, 
a total of 593 lbs. or 1.76 lbs. daily for 336 days, and weighed 935 
at the close. The cattle were 18 to 20 months old when 
marketed, dressing 60 per cent, sold for $17.00 per cwt., 
the top of the market. A price of $11.60 was necessary 
to pay cost of steer and feed, and their carcasses graded 
“Choice”. 

They ate per steer 48.76 bu. (2730 lbs.) shelled corn, 
341 lbs. cottonseed meal, 577 Ibs. hay, and 1745 lbs. of 
silage and blue grass for 168 days. For each one hun- 
dred lbs. of added weight they ate 8.22 bu. of corn, 57 lbs. 
of cottonseed meal, 97 lbs. of alfalfa hay, and 294 lbs. of 
silage and blue grass during the summer. 

This method of handling calves fits into a scheme 
of farming where a liberal crop of corn is grown, some 
pasture is available. A year’s time is required, a high 
quality of product is made, and cattle of good quality are 
advisable. It leaves soil fertility on the farm and mar- 
kets feed grown. Of the 935 lbs. weight sent to market, 
593 lbs. or 63 per cent were produced by the feeder from 
his own feed, that is, the steers had increased 173 per 
cent in weight. 

A third lot of steers was fed half a grain ration, sil- 
age and hay 168 days through the winter, grazed without 
grain for 56 days, then full fed 112 days. With an initial 
weight of 336 lbs. they gained 1.68 lbs. daily through the 
winter and 1.75 Ibs. daily through the summer, a total of ‘

Earl Marshall 1S Dead 


Long Live the New King, Blackcap Revolution 


Little did the late W. A. McHenry, America’s Premier Breeder 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle think when he mated the then seven year 
old cow Erica McHenry 12th 104123 with the three year old bull 
Protine 138272, (who already had shown his worth as a sire), on 
that cold November morning in 1912, that the calf resulting was 
destined to be the world’s greatest sire of all beef cattle breeds. 
The date was set down and the matter forgotten until the next fall 
when on September 4, 1913, Erica McHenry 12th dropped a lusty 
bull calf. He did not appear at all out of the ordinary for Mr. Mc- 
Henry was accustomed to seeing good straight lined calves about 
his breeding lots, and yet he was of 
that rugged, vigorous type that denotes 
stamina, potency, with a strong degree 
of transmitting powers. He was not 
especially pampered, however he devel- 
oped such an amiable disposition and 
with it a smoothness with quality that 
compelled his owner to select him for 
the breeding pens—and the selection 
has proved a happy one, for it has been 
the basis upon which history for Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle has been built for 
many years, for the bull calf registered 
under the name of Earl Marshall 183- 
780, sat himself upon a throne under 
the banner of King of Beef Cattle Sires 
and there established himself so thor- 
oer that only death could dislodge

Earl Marshall lacked but two 
months of being fifteen years old when 
he died on July 2d, 1928. His life had 
been a long story of achievement, of 
more than ordinary success, his sons 
and daughters had brought home to 
hang about his mantle International 
and other important grand champion- 
ships in number far beyond that of any 
other sire of any beef breed. His had 
been a life of hard labor. His last ser- 
vice was on April 17, 1928. Mr. L. C. 
Loest, of Missouri, was a witness tc 
what may become an historic mating. The last cow to’ 
be sold from this herd carrying a breeding service to 
Earl Marshall was Lot 26 in the recent sale, Etna of 
Laggan 6th, purchased by Mr. A. C. Johnson, of Chicago, Vice- 
President of The Chicago & Northwestern Railway and breeder of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle at Frankfort, South Dakota, where we just 
a few days ago saw three exceptionally fine heifers that are to 
serve as the nucleus for a new herd. The last cow sold at public 
auction with heifer calf at foot by Ear! Marshall was Lot 40 in the 
recent sale which went to Boyd G. Weidlein of Webster City, Iowa, 
who is founding one of the most carefully selected herds in the 
country. This cow, Enverness of Quietdale 258719 is of pure Grant 
extraction and her daughter by the old king will prove a valuable 
asset to this new breeder. 

In Aberdeen-Angus circles the names of Earl Marshall and 
Earl Ryan are closely associated. The phenomenal career of Earl 
Marshall is due largely to the cattle judgment of Earl Ryan. When

Escher & Ryan purchased Earl Marshall along with the entire Mc- 
Henry herd he was but two years old and was completely over- 
shadowed by the other stock bulls of the combined herds. Notwith- 
standing this, he was a favorite of Mr. Ryan and he alone it was 
that insisted on the retention of Earl Marshall as a member of the 
herd bull staff. Had he weakened in his determination when in 
counsel with his seniors on this matter, Earl Marshall’s record 
would not be what it is today, Escher & Ryan would not mean so 
much to Aberdeen-Angus history and the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
would not be so far advanced. Perhaps some day a more talented 
historian than I will record the com- 
plete story of Earl Ryan and Earl Mar- 
shall and if so, it will be one of the 
brightest pages in American live stock 
history. Through all the years they 
were inseparable. During prosperous 
times, fabulous sums were refused for 
Earl Marshall. When forced liquida- 
tion caused other valuable assets to be 
sacrificed there was never a thought 
given to parting company with Earl 
Marshall. He was the bull of the time 
and no one knew it quite so well as did 
Earl Ryan. 

“It was along in May that we visit- 
ed the Harrison & Ryan herds and took 
the time to go over and take a snap 
shot at the old bull in his paddock. 

Earl Marshall was rested all last 
summer and went into the winter in 
better than ordinary condition, weigh- 
ing perhaps a hundred fifty pounds 
more than usual. He opened a very 
strenuous breeding season in December 
and it is altogether likely that the 
heavy work had something to do with 
1928 hastening his death at this time. Earl 

Marshall was of the lowset, thick, deep, 
kind, carriéd a wonderful top and bot- 
tom line, a beautiful front and hind 
quarters to match. He came from a 
very long lived parentage, his sire re- 
mained active until he was eleven years old and his dam 
liver to be fifteen years old. In his nearly fourteen 
years of active breeding service this bull has left to the 
breed the greatest string of outstanding breeding and show bulls 
and cows accredited to any bull of any breed. It is timely to recite 
here his list of International grand champion sons and daughters. 
Prince Marshall 261280 was the first to break through to the pur- 
ple at Chicago in 1921. He was calved January 11, 1918, and is 
still in active service in the herd of E. E. Blandford of Hayward, 
Oklahoma. In 1922 Earl Marshall had a wonderful year at Chi- 
cago, where his son Bar Marshall 229185 won the grand champion- 
ship for bulls. Bar Marshall was calved Sept. 2, 1916, and is now 
in active service in the I. L. Jones herd at Raymond, South Dakota, 
where it was our pleasure to see him only a couple of weeks ago, 
in good condition and mellow and smooth as an apple.

Canada’s Largest Pure Bred Herd of Doddies 


In the story of our trip to the North in the last issue we left 
ou at the pasture gate some seven miles east of Manager Kenneth 
McGregor’s home at Hartley Stock Farms, Page, North Dakota. 
Just why we three out of that multitude of visitors should be the 
last to leave the pasture that Thursday evening is hard to figure 
out, unless it was because we wanted to take another look at the 
fine matrons and their husky calves. Anyhow it fell out lot to close 
the gate. While loitering at the hilltops near the deep well and 
watering place it was decided that we should not return to the 
Hartley headquarters but rather should take a short cut directly 
east to the Minnesota line, there to pick up the old King Trail 
which now operates under the U. S. caption of No. 75.

TOPPED KANSAS CITY JUNE 27TH 
WITH ABERDEEN-ANGUS HEIFERS. 

This little narrative is brought to the readers attention merely 
to show what can be expected by those who grow Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle for the market, even after the breeders herd has been ex- 
panded to its capacity he need not worry about what to do with the 
surplus heifers. 

On June 27th Mr. T. A. Smart, Jr., of Missouri, topped the 
Kansas City market on straight yearling heifers at $14.75 per hun- 
dred weight. They weighed 740 pounds and brought $109.15 each. 
Thus it will be readily seen that one does not have to depend en- 
tirely on his steer crop to attain good prices at the markets—the 
thing he should be concerned in is to see that his calves are the 
right color and that they are filled with quality. 

_ _Aberdeen-Angus calves from either pure bred herds or from 
high grade herds where good registered bulls have been used for 
several generations find a market readily. Even first cross calves 
bring a premium usually. There is scarcely a herd in the country 
but that a good quality Aberdeen-Angus bull can increase the value 
of the calf crop more than the cost of the bull each season. 

This issue will fall into the hands of a great many men who 
do not breed Aberdeen-Angus cattle, men who could well afford 
to use good Aberdeen-Angus bulls on their present herds, and that 
is the reason for making this appeal. Perhaps you have been told 
that the Aberdeen-Angus bulls are not available. True enough 
they are not overly plentiful, however there is a way to find where 
they are if anyone is really in earnest and desirous of owning a 
good Aberdeen-Angus bull or even a carload. This office is in very 
close touch with the breeders everywhere and can no doubt be of 
great assistance in helping to locate bulls in any quantity.

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Minot Opens Show Season 


‘Two Iowa Herds Visit North Dakota Circuit 


The 1928-1929 show season is going to be 
one of the most interesting and educational 
in so far as quality exhibits and lots of them 
are concerned that it has been the privilege 
of the American public to enjoy in many a 
year if early indications can be relied upon. 

Minot, North Dakota, the Northwest 
Show, furnished the first contest this side 
the Canadian line and it was held July 2 to 
7, 1928. One never knows just what to ex- 
pect at these shows and the opening event 
was not particularly out of the ordinary in 
this respect. Here within fifty or sixty 
miles of the Canadian border and only about 
twice that far distant from the Montana 
line occurred a battle between two of Iowa’s 
good herds. Messrs. Wm. Rowles & Son, 
of Onawa and Mr. Chas. Shipton, of Green 
Mountain supplied the Black cattle show 
and it was a good one too. Evidently the 
Dakota herds are getting ready for some of 
the other shows in this circuit which is com- 
posed of four in all. The second event to 
take place at Devil’s Lake, the third at 
Grand Forks and the last at Fargo. There 
perhaps will be many bright sparks from 
the Aberdeen-Angus anvil before the series 
is finished and the same perhaps will be 
true of the series of shows now going on in 
the Western Provinces on the Canadian side. 

The cattle in both these herds were in ex- 
cellent condition and showed to great ad- 
vantage for the breed. The aged bull class 
was headed by Ermit 355812, Shipton’s old 
campaign bull that always makes a noise 
around the top row. Last year he made 
this Northern circuit and stood second at 
Grand Forks and first and senior champion 
at Fargo, he also made the Southern circuit, 
going down to the Gulf states where he 
often won the senior and grand champion- 
ship honors. He is a great bull and has car- 
ried on in excellent form. His contender 
was Barmere of Leamoor 377859 shown by 
Rowles, not so big but smooth as an eel and 
right down on the ground, he will no doubt 
be able to head his class somewhere along 
the line before the season is over. 

The two year old class had but one out 
and that was Eileenmere 16th 398464, by 
Kileenmere 4th 251504, the bull that sired so 
many of the good ones out last year. This 
bull has been a good doer, and will meet 
competition well, he was shown by Shipton 
who showed him to many first prizes last 
season, including the Central States where 
he was Junior champion and the Aurora 
show where he was first in class. 

Rowles showed two in the June to Decem- 
ber 1926 class. Tolan’s Revolution 408418, 
is just as attractive as last year, perhaps in 
a bit better form and showing to a better 
advantage, he is Doddie type from the 
ground up. He was able easily to defeat his 

stall mate Envious Marshall 2d. This young 
bull is going to be a hard one to stop when- 
ever he comes to bat. If he don’t make « 
home run he surely will go a long way 
around the plates. Tolan’s Revolution was 
made senior and grand champion with Mar- 
shall of Black Rose 407520 showing in the 
next class for Shipton as reserve. This is 


a promising youngster. The bull calf classes 
were in keeping with what had already been 
— in the more mature section of the bull 
show. 


The cow classes were all filled and with 
some of the typiest things that will be out 
this season. The aged class of two was 
headed by Blackcap of Glenrock 3d 368124 
sown by Rowles, she was first, senior and 
grand champion at both Iowa and Nebraska 
state fairs last year but had to give way to 
younger company at this show. Never the 
less she is a wonderfully made cow as was 
her competitor Blackcap Chloris 294689 
shown by Shipton. 

There were three out in the two year old 
class. Blackcap of Maple River 3d 399616 
and Maple River Eriana 4th 407495, a pair 
of outstanding young cows stood first and 
second for Rowles with Shipton’s Erora 4th 
398988 in third place, this same heifer stood 
second at the Alabama State fair last year. 
Blackceap of Maple River 3d is in wonderful 
form this season and looks like she will 
make a most creditable showing all the way 
along the line. She has some show record 
previously earned, last season she stood 
first in class at Grand Forks and Fargo and 
at the Missouri and Minnesota state fairs. 
She went through to the senior and grand 
championship without trouble. 

Two in the June to December 1926 class 
were headed by Erica of Maple River 11th 
winner of first in class at Aurora last year, 
shown by Rowles and defeating Shipton’s 
first prize heifer at Iowa State fair last 
year, Eline Energy 2d 407517. This was a 
fast heat. 

The Junior section for females was head- 
ed by Shipton’s Blackcap Chlora 4th, good 
enough to become reserve grand champion 
female. The June to September 1927 class 
was headed by the Rowles heifer Maple Riv- 
er Erianna 5th 414030 and Blackbird Pro- 
test R. 414032 for the same firm headed the 
heifer calf class. This was a pair of snappy 
young things that met some strong compe- 
tition from the Shipton herd. 

The wet cow class, cow with own calf at 
foot, one of the important old time classes 
and one that might well be resumed, was 
headed by Shipton’s Eva Erica 5th 328636, 
a daughter of the good breeding bull El- 
bano 246224. Her competitor was the Rowles 
cow Blackbird Progress 17th 321846, a Mc- 
Henry Blackbird by Black Nig €: 173759 by 
Black Erwin C. 160763. 

The Journal man who was on the job says 
Blackcap of Maple River 3d, came through 
with flying colors. He was particularly im- 
pressed with her and the way she had car- 
ried on from the last International where 
she was first senior yearling. At this first 
battle she outwitted the veteran show cow 
Blackcap of Glenrock 3d, of last season. 
Blackcap Chlora 4th was a nice young thing 
with lots of promise but she was unable to 
overcome the two great females that bat- 
tled with her for the purple. 

The Junior champion bull Marshall of 
Black Rose is a very promising youngster 
that will undoubtedly be heard from before 
the season closes.

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Brandon Exhibition

Although the weather was bad and rain 
fell nearly every day the Aberdeen-Angus 
exhibit at the Brandon Exhibition held July 
2d to 9th, this year was in the writer’s opin- 
ion the best that has appeared in Canada in 
the past 10 years. The competition was of 
an International nature as Congdon & Bat- 
tles came all the way over from Yakima, 
Washington, to compete at the Brandon 
show and Kenneth McGregor brought a 
good herd of twenty-two head up from 
Page, North Dakota. The Glencarnock herd 
was out in strength again, but as Permit 
9th had been sold there was no aged bull to 
head the herd. The Lacombe Experimental 
Farm herd came down from Alberta, but ow- 
ing to the fact that permission to show was 
not given until about the end of May they 
had not had time to get the cattle in shape. 
Even in the face of that condition the herd 
looked well. From Manitoba there were the 
herds of S. S. Carseadden, of Virden, James 
Turner, of Carroll and H. S. Corbett, of 
Grosse Isle. 

In the bull division the Hartley Stock 
Farm did extraordinarily well, winning 
three out of six first prizes and taking the 
grand championship and the reserve junior 
championship. Kenneth McGregor had the 
Hartley bulls well fitted and presented 
them to the best advantage. The Glencar- 
nock Farms herd won two firsts and the 
junior championship and Congdon & Battles 
took the first on a very neat calf, Prize- 
mere 125th.

Let’s Make Ice Cream. 

Ice Cream is the most popular of all sum- 
mer desserts and rightly so. They are both 
nourishing and retreshing. If made at 
home the expense is less for fruits and 
cream may be utilized in many different 
ways. Plain ice cream. Fruity ice creams 
and fruit sherbets or sherbets made with 
both fruit and cream give a wide variety 
ot trozen desserts. 

Foundation ice cream—For this, place one 
quart milk in a double boiler and heat to 
boiling point. While the milk is heating 
mix one-half cupful sugar, three table- 
spoons of flour and one teaspoon salt. Mix 
well and add to luke warm milk. Using 
dover egg beater to stir the mixture while 
cooking. Allow this to cook 20 minutes. 
Remove from fire and pour mixture over 
one well beaten egg to which one-fourth 
cup sugar has been added. Set aside to 
cool and when cool add one cupful whipped 
cream and two teaspoons vanilla or one 
teaspoon each vanilla and lemon. For var- 
iety six tablespoons cocoa may be added to 
the flour and sugar mixture and a choco- 
late ice-cream results. 

For a Fruity Ice Cream. Mix together 
one and one-half cupfuls of juice and fruit, 
one half cupful sugar, one pint of rich milk 
and one pint of cream. The fruit may be 
fresh or canned. The amount of sugar re- 
quired depends upon the kind used. Any 
seasonable fruit may be used, berries of any 
kind peaches, pineapple, oranges or bana- 
nas. Drain the fruit and put it through a 
potato ricer. The cream may be whipped. 
The addition of lemon juice to a fruit ice 
cream always brings out the flavor of the 
fruit used. 

For a Fruit Velvet Cream. This is easily 
prepared, and many desire a richer cream. 
Press through the ricer any fruit. Enough 
to make two cupfuls of pulp. Add from 
one to one and one-half cuptuls sugar de- 
pending upon the tartness of the fruit. Add 
two cupfuls cream. Mix thoroughly and 
freeze. 

At the height of summers heat, sherbets 
are so cooling and refreshing that they are 
fast gaining favor. Milk and fruit juices 
form the basis of the most satisfying sher- 
bets, although the fruit and syrup combi- 
nation is very good. Any fruit or combi- 
nation may be used. 

Apricot and Grape-fruit Sherbet is deli- 
cious. To make—Take one and one-half 
cupfuls of sugar and one cupful water. Boi! 
five minutes. Cool well. Extract juice 
from grape-fruit until you have one and 
one-half cupfuls. Add one cupful cooked 
apricots that have been put through ard one 
tablespoon lemon juice. Mix with cold syr- 
up and freeze. When sherbet is consistency 
of a thin custard, open the freezer and fold 
in the stiffly beaten white of two eggs io 
which three tablespoons sugar has been 
added. Recover and freeze until stiff. 

In freezing sherbet if the crank type of 
freezer is used three parts ice to one part 
salt should be used. In the crankless type 


equal parts salt and ice is required. 

Whipped cream may be added to the sher- 
bet in place of the egg whites. 

For the Fruit Cream Sherbet—Use any 
crushed fruit add sugar and let stand then 
add whipped cream. These are so rich that 
a very small serving is sufficient.

Merino. Sheep 


History of Breed in America 


The Finewool or Spanish 
Merino, whose origin is veil- 
ed in the obscurity of the 
pre-Christian era, is recog- 
nized by naturalists as the oldest of the 
domesticated breeds of sheep and has a his- 
tory extending back more than two thou- 
sand years. From time immemorial the 
Merino family with its long unbroken line 
of breeding has stood in the front rank. 
The origin of the name Merino is question- 
able. Hawesworth observes that the cor- 
rect derivation of the Spanish word Merino 
signified “fugitive without a home.” Other 
authorities have interpreted the word as 
meaning traveler, which is after all in keep- 
ing with the early methods of management. 
Perhaps the name was applied due to the 
dense crimpy fleece carried by this breed 
since, according to Thomas Nelson and sons 
Merino is defined as meaning “thick curly 
hair.” 

The original Spanish Merino was divided 
into several provincial strains or varieties 
each of whch displayed rather distinct char- 
acteristics. During the time that the Span- 
ish fine wool industry was ai its height two 
principal classes of sheep were recognized, 
namely, the finewool type designated the 
“Transhumantes” or migratory sheep which 
were owned by the royalty, and the “Es- 
tantes” or stationary flocks which are said 
to have been a coarse wool type not so 
highly regarded. The transhumantes or 
migratory groups compromised several fam- 
ilies prominent among which were the KEs- 
curials, Infantados, Paulaos, Negrettes, 
Gaudaloupes, Serales, Perellos, as well as a 
number of others. These strains consti- 
tuted the Merinos which were later exported 
to European countries and to America in 
compartively large numbers. 


Introduction into other Countries. 
A Frenchman named Colbert was the first 


in France to turn his attention to the im- . 


provement of the sheep in that country. 
‘This enterprise was alluded to in the Nou- 
velle Maison Rustique (Edition 1721, page 
317). that Spanish sheep had already been 
imported into France at various times with 
a view of improving the French breeds. 
The author of that publication is quoted as 
saying that “we have many Spanish sheep 
in different districts of France, and they 
succeed better as well as multiply more ex- 
tensively than the English breeds; conse- 
quently it is easy to spread the race 
throughout the kingdom. By such a system 
twice or thrice the profit now yielded by 
our common flocks will certainly be procur- 
ed, whether we take into consideration the 
strength and the excellence of the rams and 
lambs, or the fecundity and milk of the 
ewes, or further the quality of the wool 
or lastly the superior value of the skins.” 
Monsieur de Perce, according to the Gazette 
de France (December 30, 1752) made some 
experiments about 1740, which had the ef- 
fect of exciting public attention and pre- 
paring the way for general improvement in 
sheep breeding in France. 


To another Frenchman named Daubenton 
is due a great deal of credit for the achieve- 
ment in finewool sheep breeding in France 
which was to follow later. In 1766 says 


Daubenton, “Daniel Charles Trudaine, in-

tendant, which office 

ed the Department fn 
merce, foresaw that the 
‘ Spaniard would refuse to fy; 
nish us wool as soon as they established 
manufacturers extensive enough to emp] 
all that of their country. Trudaine felt C 
severe a blow this would be to our pe 
merce because France could no longer pro- 
ceed in the fabric of fine cloths. He, there 
fore, endeavored to devise some mode of 
preventing this injury to our national pros- 
perity, and at the same time emancipatin 
France from a kind of tribute, amounting 
to several millions, which had annually pags. 
ed out of the country into Spain——phis 
mode was singular; it had for its object, to 
grow in France wool as fine as that import- 
ed from Spain, and as suitable to our super- 
fine manufacturers.” 

Through the influence of Monsieur Try. 

daine, the French government procured 
rams and ewes from several countries, in- 
cluding Spain, in 1776. These sheep were 
placed on a farm which Daubenton had es- 
tablished at Bourgogne near Montbar in a 
rather mountainous district, and by the way 
considered favorable to the production of 
finewool. Through the use of very fine 
wool rams Daubenton achieved phenomenal 
success and in 1783 when he sent 832 pounds 
of wool to Chateau-du-Parc, near Chateau- 
roux in Berry, the wool was observed by 
the manufacturer to be of such fine quality 
that he paid an equal price for it that was 
paid for the best imported Spanish wool. 
_ The experiments were continued and dur- 
ing the next year the French cloths were not 
only found to be more flexible and as soft as 
these from the best Spanish wools but it 
was observed that the French wool had a 
greater degree of strength. As a result of 
the extensive experimental investigations 
conducted by Daubenton, it was obvious to 
government officials that the Spanish Meri- 
no could be improved and preserved in 
France. In 1786 Mr. Dangervilleir, then

Since the “International” was started in 1900, there has al- 
ways been a Percheron “Get of Sire” class. It has always been com- 
posed of animals of any age, or either sex, the get of one sire, how- 
ever. The number of animals was formerly four, but it is now three 
animals. 

The first five winners of the “Get of Sire” class were taken 
for each year, and credit was given each sire on a basis of five 
points for first place the same as in the study on individual entries. 
The list of winners of this class is presented as complete as it couid 
a made in the list under the heading, “Entries In ‘Get of Sire’ 

ass. 

It is not easy to make comparisons of individual sires in this 
list other than to note that some names recur more often than oth- 
ers. For this reason Table XXVI was made up. It includes all 
“Get of Sire” winners with scores over 5 points.

_ Carnot 66666 (66666) runs true to form in this tabulation 
maintaining a iarge lead in total score over all entries. He has w 4 
first place in the “Get of Sire” class 9 times, which is just a little 
over one-third of the total first prizes. A son of Carnot Egotist 
won first place in 1927, and another son, Jehovah, took fourth place 
the same year. One-half the places won by Carnot were first 
places. His superiority in the “Get of Sire” class is unquestioned 
and is another record which should take Percheron breeders a long 
time to equal with any one stallion. 8 

Lagos, Calypso, and Laet all maintain the respective order jn 
which they ranked as top sires of the study, but fifth place goes ty 
Jules, and Jalap, who ranked fifth as a top sire, goes down to 
twentieth place. Seven sires won the class once each, and five won 
it twice each. Sires which were not in the top sires on entries 
ranked well up in the “Get of Sire,” such as Jules, Athos, Salvanos 
and Aride. The average scores are included in the tabulation, but 
they are hardly an index of siring ability because, as in the prev- 
ious studies, a sire with a low score and a low number of entries 
will have a high average score. 

Table XXVIII presents the foundation sires to which all of the 
stallions in the “Get of Sire” study trace, arranged in order of total 
score.

The first thing noticed in this rating that causes it to dif- 
fer in order from the previous ratings of the bloodlines is that 
the Brilliant 1271 (755) line has been displaced at the top by the 
Brilliant III line. In total score, this fact can largely be attrib- 
uted to the heavy score of Carnot who belongs to Brilliant Ill 
family. However, as far as actual number of sires goes, Carnot 
of course can only account for one of the 17 belonging to Bril- 
liant III, so the laurels for producing the largest number of sires 
in the “Get of Sire” class must also go without question to Bril- 
liant III. The fact that sires of Brilliant III breeding not only 
placed, but many of them won first place is also brought out in 
Table XXVIII. Exactly one-half of the first places went to sires 
whose ancestry traced to Brilliant III. Attention is also called 
to the fact that the Brilliant III line had the highest average 
score, due again to the influence of Carnot. 

The comparatively large score of Theudis is accounted for 
by the fact that Calypso, who ranked third, is accredited to 
Theudis. In like manner, the Fenelon score is brought up on at 
count of Laet’s, the fourth ranking sire, belonging to this line. 

One of the minor unrelated lines is quite prominent in this 
tabulation. By virtue of producing Superior, Ramoneur, Dis- 
trait, and Coco, the Favori line is accorded fifth place in to 
score. 
Considering the high scores of Brilliant III, and Theudis, it 
would be expected that in rating the sons of Brilliant 1271 (755) 
that Fenelon would be accredited with by far the majority of 
points on both total score and number of sires. Such is the case 
of course, but the distribution between the other sons is not 8?

Table XXIX is also arranged according 
to total score. Passing over the obvious 
predominance of Fenelon, some matters of 
interest relative to the other sons may be 
noted. Briard and La Grange are closest in 
total score, but Voltaire has a higher per- 
centage of sires to his credit than La 
Grange. The relatively high score of La 
Grange is due to the fact that. Lagos, the 
second ranking “Get of Sire” winner traces 
his male ancestry to him. Jalap and Salvan- 
os are his other two descendants in this rat- 
ing. Jules, with a score of 15, is the high- 
est ranking sire of Briard breeding, and 
Aride, with a total score of 8, ranks highest 
for Voltaire. It is interesting to note that 
in this tabulation 24, or 92.31 per cent, of 
all the first places have been won by sires 
tracing through one of those six sons to Bril- 
liant 1271 (755). Of the other two first 
places, one goes to Favori, a minor unrelat- 
ed line, and the other to Vieux Chaslin, the 
great grandsire of Brilliant 1271 (755). Of 
the 24 first places going to the Brilliant 
1271 (755) line, 18, or 75 per cent, have been 
won by sires tracing through Fenelon. Such 
results as these leave little room for doubt 
as to what source has furnished the major- 
ity of “Get of Sire” winners since the “In- 
ternational” was started in 1900. 

Table XXIX concludes the tabulations 
made in this study, however, the author re- 
alizes that the field has not been fully cov- 
ered. A study could, and perhaps should, 
in the future be made of winners of the Per- 
cheren classes at State Fairs and other ex- 
positions in this country and abroad. The 
results might not be far different from the 
ones found here, in which case all results 
together would serve as a more complete 
measure of Percheron pedigrees. 

Conculsions. 

1. Percheron pedigrees may be classified 
under separate bloodlines or families. 

2. These bloodlines or families were or- 
iginated by upwards of twenty foundation 
sires. 

3. Of these sires, Brilliant 1271 (755) 
has established the most notable and influ- 
ential family as proved by: 

(a.) The number and total scores of “In- 
ternational entries of this breeding. (b.) 
The number and total scores of sires of en- 
tries of this breeding. (c.) The number and 
total scores of top sires of entries of th’s 
breeding. (d.) The number of sires of 
grand champions of this breeding. 

4. The development of the Brilliant 1271 
(755) family is due to nine sons of Brilliant 
1271 (755). 

_ 5. Fenelon 2682 (38) has been the most 
important of these sons in disseminating

son of Fenelon, and has been the main rea- 
son for his prestige as proved by: (1.) The 
number and total scores of “International” 
entries descended from him.

cended from him. (3.) The number and 
total scores of top sires of entries descend- 
ed from him. (4.) The number of sires of 
grand champions descended from him. (5.) 
The number and total scores of “Get of 
Sire” winners descended from him. 

6. “Like has produced like” in the Per- 
cheron breed, as evidenced by such sires as 
Calypso, Pink, Etudient, Carnot, Lagos, 
Laet and others who were not only high 
ranking _prize-winners’ themselves, but 
whose offspring have been prize winners 
and progenitors of prize-winners. 

7. Percheron breeders will find it profit- 
able to combine mating of pedigrees, and 
performance records along with their mat- 
ing of appearances. 

8. Regardless of the predominance of 
Brilliant 1271 (755) breeding in “Interna- 
tional” winners in the past, at least nineteen 
other foundation sires have also originated 
families or bloodlines that have produced 
winners. (a) For example, Margot 135248, 
the grand champion Percheron mare at the 
1927 International was sired by Superior 
40605 of the Favori line. 


Summary. 

1. The study was made of 1085 entries 
in the Percheron classes at the “Interna- 
tional” from 1900 to 1927 inclusive, and the 
500 stallions who sired them. 

2. This selected group was classified in- 
to twenty families or bloodines. 

3. Twelve of these lines were founded by 
stallions representing successive genera- 
tions of the “father line” of Jean-le-Blanc 
(739). 

4. Eight of these lines were unrelated. 

5. The bloodline of Brilliant 1271 (755) 
has ranked highest in number of individuals 
and total scores in the tabulations of en- 
tries, sires of entries, top sires of entries, 
and sires of grand champions. 

6. The Brilliant III line ranked next to 
that of Brilliant 1271 (755) in all the items 
listed and outranked it in producing win- 
ners of the “Get of Sire” class. 

7. Nine sons are responsible for the dis- 
semination of Brilliant 1271 (755) breeding. 

a. Fenelon is the most important of these 
sons by virtue of his being the sire of Bril- 
liant III. 

8. Carnot ranks highest in this study as 
a sire of prize winners, as a winner of “Get 
of Sire” class, and as a winner of total num- 
ber of places in the “Get of Sire” class. 

9. Lagos ranks second to Carnot as a 
s‘re of prize-winners, and also ranks second 
to Carnot in the “Get of Sire” tabulations. 
He has sired the highest number of grand 
champions. 

10. Laet ranked fourth as a sire of prize- 
winners, and also in the “Get of Sire” tabu- 
lations, and second as a sire of grand cham- 
pions. 

11. Calypso ranked third both as a sire 
of prize winners and in the “Get of Sire” 
tabulations, and has sired two grand cham- 
pion mares.

Sanitation « Farms 
During the Summer Months 


Environment plays a vital part with the health of poultry. 
Many times the success or failure with poultry can be attributed 
to the success, one has in eliminating or controlling disease. 

Inheritance plays a part in the health of poultry and this 
oftentimes is beyond the control measures of the producer temp- 
orarily. 

Poultry is susceptible to a large variety of diseases origin- 
ating from so many causes that poultry keepers on the whole 
have but a vague conception of their nature or the methods es- 
sential for their control. Proper management of poultry should 
no doubt incorporate a knowledge of specific diseases, their 
symptoms and treatment, if any. However, fundamentally, hy- 
giene and sanitation are the paramount phases in management that 
should be emphasized as control measures. It is a fact that a 
knowledge of poultry diseases should be more serviceable to the 
producer in preventing the disease rather than curing it. The in- 
telligent poultry producer today wants to know about poultry dis-

It is better than any chemical a 
coction that can be sprayed upon the soi 
The soil is one of the greatest digester 
known and oftentimes when the ground is 
sprayed with a chemical mixture, the chem 
icals themselves combine with the different 
ingredients of the soil and neutralize their 
efficiency, therefore, one can state that a 
plying a disinfectant to the soil is not = 
tirely successful. We oftentimes apply lime 
to the soil for the purpose of sweetening a 
sour condition in the soil. We also apply 
lime because it has more or less cementin 
action upon the particles in the soil which naturally results in the 
soil becoming more open and porous, this condition being beneficial] 
to the soil. 

It must be remembered, however, that not all the dreaded in. 
fectious diseases are land carried. Diseases like roup and chicken 
pox are introduced to a farm flock by newly purchas- 
ed stock, visitors, grain bags, birds returning from 
shows, pigeons and wild birds. Speaking about wild 
birds, one should keep in mind that they can also 
transmit diseases, such as, coccidiosis and where there 
are a large number of trees or groves if it is at all 
possible to plough underneath these trees it should 
be done during the summer months because of the 
high state of infection that might be carried in the 
soil under these areas. 

One of the common forms of functional diseases 
is known as dietetic, resulting from improper nutrition 
and methods of feeding. This basic cause of disease 
is frequent. The absence in the ration of sufficient 
ingredients essential to the proper balancing of the 
feed may cause chronic constipation and auto-intox- 
ication of the stock. Leg weakness in chicks is often 
caused from a lack of basic minerals in the feed as 
well as a lack of direct sunlight. A factor in general 
management that one always should keep in mind is 
proper feeding because it plays such a vital part in 
building up the vigor and vitality of the stock so that 
it has a resistency to withstand disease invasions. 

A good practice for the average farmer or pro-

eases primarily because he wants to know how to keep the flock 
well. During the summer months we find an ideal opportunity vo 
follow certain practices in sanitation which will assist materially 
in keeping down disease. We know that contaminated 
soil, both in the yards and ranges for poultry is often- 
times responsible for much of our poultry trouble. In 
the past it has seldom received the attention that it 
deserves. We know from sad experience that it is 
practically impossible year after year to raise or to 
keep any appreciable number of chicks on the same 
land. We have been led-to believe that the heavy 
soil, such as heavy loam and clay show more of the 
evil effect than the light porous soil, yet it can be 
safely stated that both will contain a very high per- 
centage of contamination which will in the end be 
detrimental to the stock. There is less danger, how- 
ever, in areas covered with a good grass sod because. 
these areas oftentimes absorb the organic material 
and disease bacteria allied with the contamination of- 
tentimes are washed into the ground out of the birds’ 
reach. Obviously we find that sooner or later bare 
spots appear in the sod and about the building and 
the ground soon becomes permeated with disease 
germs that soon attack the poultry.

While the corn consumed per 100 
lbs. gain is light, the cattle were not finish- 
ed, needing at least 30 days more feed which 
would have increased the price and the prof- 
it. In case the market had dropped or been 
on a lower basis, these cattle might have 
shown better results. They demonstrate, that 
yearlings of good quality, wintered with a 
gain of less than 1 lb. daily and grazed in 
early summer on blue grass will not be fat 
enough to meet the top market demands, 
with 112 days of feeding, but the addition 
of 30 days feed would have put them close 
to that class and at a time when they are 
usually appreciated. Such a scheme makes 
efficient use of good roughage and grass 
and such corn as one cares to feed. 

The handling of some native or western 
calves in a scheme of farming where feed 
and pasture are to be marketed and where 
the value of manure 1s appreciated, offers 
an opportunity for a productive enterprise 
within a minimum of speculation that may 
well be a part of a permanent scheme of 


farming.

Merino Sheep History of Breed in America. 
(Continued from page 14) 
Governor of Rambouillet, among others re- 
quested the King of Spain to supply the 
k'rench government with a Merino flock. 
Three hundred and sixty-seven rams and 
ewes were selected by French sheep and 
wool experts and delivered to Rambouillet. 
About sixty of the sheep died enroute to 
France. The Spanish attendants remained 
with the flock for six months after which 
time Mr. Bourgeois, the bailiff of the farm, 
took over the responsibility of their manage- 

ment. 

The Rambouillet foundation flock is said 
to have been composed of sheep possessing 
uncommon beauty, and such as had been 
hitherto unknown in France among all the 
flocks that had hitherto been imported from 
Spain. This flock exhibited a variety which 
was rather disagreeable to the eye; how- 
ever, outside of this lack of uniformity of 
type, there were no outstanding criticisms. 
At the outset of the French Revolution the 
flock was placed under the charge of an 
agricultural board comprised a _ zealous 
friends of the public good. This board con- 
sisted of such men as Messieurs Bertholet,

l’Heritier, Cels, Vilmorin, Dubois, Gilbert, 
Huzard, Parmentier, and Rougien-Labergie, 
to which Tessier was afterwards added.

In 1920 Major E. N. Wenworth, writing 
with reference to the progress made in the

This ram was produced in the 123rd year 
of breeding.” 

The early Rambouillet wools in France 
sold for a price far superior to that ob- 
tained for the wool from sheep of the 
native breeds. Evidence was further ac- 
cumulated which showed that the wool 
grown at Rambouillet was equal if not su- 
perior to that imported from Spain; fur- 
thermore, that the adoption of this breed 
in place of the indigenous breeds would re- 
turn them a profit for superior to any here- 
tofore received from sheep. 

The following description is given by a 
breeder of the French Merino about 1854: 
“These sheep are of unusual size and pos- 
sess to a remarkable degree, the qualities 
desired for mutton and wool growing pur- 
poses. They are completely covered with a 
long, thick and fine staple of wool. Many 
of these sheep are encircled with large folds 
of loose skin around their necks and should- 
ers, giving a greater surface for the growth 
of wool. They have strong hardy consti- 
tutions, are excellent nurses, there is no 
difficulty in raising their lambs.” 

Spanish Merinos were imported to Swed- 
en from Spain in 1723; to Saxony between 
1765 and 1768 and to Silesia about 1778.
